CONDITIONS EXACTED OF CHICAGO 
8 TOCK YARDS MEN. 


He One Ke-Em plo y ed U ntil H e Sign» a 
Co ntra ct to Giv e Two Week« * No tice 
o f Intentio n 
to Q uit—On® Effect o f 
the Strike -T h e Im po rted Men—U b o r 
Notes. 


C hicago, Nov. 16,—On ly 2,000 of the strik­ 
ers were take« Iwiek to work Mon d ay at the 
stock yard s. 
This action of the packers is 
ex plain ed in various ways. 
First, there are 
but about 20,000 hcgs in the yard s, an d on ly 
a small force w ill bo n eed ed for a d ay or two; 
an d then , it is said , the packers d o n ot care 
to employ a largo n umber of men un til they 
are assured that the men are actin g in good 
faith. 
On e packer said bo had learn ed that 
the men had plan n ed to strike again on the 
24th. 
Boin e of the strikers say that the* 
packers are workin g a bluff game; that they 
wan t all the old men back, but have begun 
takin g them Irn ck slowly in ord er to make 
the skilled butchers, who stan d aloof, read y 
an d an x ious to return through fear of losin g 
their places perman en tly. 
Armour & Co. 
said that they on ly took back a small n um­ 
ber of the old men , as the force at their pack­ 
in g house was n early full. 
They said they 
in ten d ed to keep all the n ew men at work as 
lon g a s they wished to remain . 
Man y other 
packers also sa y the same. 
But the n ew men 
aro un easy, an d the probability is that this 
question will be settled as it was before—by 
the n ew men leavin g at their own d esire, as 
soon as the absen ce of the military guard 
leaves the strikers at liberty to ad opt their 
usual tactics. 
Tho lead in g packers have 
pled ged thepiew han d s protection an d perma­ 
n en t work, but they kn ow tho old . men have 
a bitter feelin g again st them, an d will make 
their lives at the yard s un en d urable. 
Quite 
a n umber quit work Mon d ay an d were es­ 
corted out of the yard s an d to a safe d istan ce 
by the sold iers. 
It is freely pred icted that in 
a week or so few if an }” n on -un ion men will 
be foun d at work. 
All the strikers taken back are compelled 
to sign a paper in which they agree n ot t o 
leave their work without givin g their em­ 
ployers two weeks’ n otice. 
On tho other 
han d , the packers agree n ot to d ischarge 
an y of their men without givin g them two 
weeks’ n otice. 
To still further bin d the 
agreemen t, each man is required to d eposit 
$ 50 with his employer, this sum to lie grad ­ 
ually taken out of his wages. 
On e effect of the strike was d emon strated 
by a d ispatch received by a lead in g packer 
from on e of his liest customers in the east, 
sayin g that the customer was buyin g his 
beef on the hoof, an d should n ot require an y 
more d ressed Iveef. 
It is stated that d is­ 
patches to this effect are begin n in g to arrive 
in quan tities that threaten to greatly affect 
the d ressed beef trad e with the east. 
Although good ord er prevails at the yard s 
aud in Paekin gtown n on e of the militia will 
l>e released from d uty for a few d ays, at 
least. They will be relieved by d egrees as 
thin gs settle d own to their n ormal con d ition . 
The on ly local assembly en gaged in the 
strike which open ly repud iated Mr. Powd er- 
ly’s authority an d Refused to return to work 
was the Cooper’s assembly, of which George 
A. Schillin g is a member. 
The action of this 
assembly, taken in to 
con sid eration 
with 
Schillin g's action in the trad es assembly, is 
rather sign ifican t. 


Striking Co o pers in Cincinna ti. 
C incinna ti, No v . 16.—From 1,000 to 1,200 
coopers aro id le in this city because of a re­ 
fusal of barrel an d keg m an ufacturers to 
gran t their d eman d for an ad van ce in wages, 
mad e about two weeks ago. 
The sched ule 
presen ted by the journ eymen is a compli­ 
cated on e, but it amoun ts to a d eman d for an 
in crease in wages of about 10 per cen t. 
It 
was presen ted as an ultimatum, with the 
threat that if it was n ot accepted by Nov. 15 
every cooper would take off his apron an d 
lay d own his d raw-kn ife. 
The threat was 
ex ecuted Mon d ay morn in g.

N ew Y o rk, Nov. 1 6.—At the celebration 
n f the 250th an n iversary of the establishmen t 
of H arvard college, Dr. McCosh, of Prin ceton 
college, took his d eparture shortly after Dr. 
0 W. Holmes had recited his poem, an d 
much speculation was the result. 
It tran - 
spired that tho d octor’s sud d en d eparture 
was caused by a passagj in Dr. Holmes’ 
poem, an d the pcet havin g had his atten tion 
called thereto, wrote to The Boston Post 
d isclaimin g an y in ten tion to cast a reflection 
on Prin ceton . 
The part of the poem which 
is supposed to have d on e the mischief of 
shakin g the frien d ly relation s between llar- 
vurd an d Prin ceton is as follows: 
As on ce of old , from Id a’s lofty height. 
The flamin g sign al flashed across the n ight. 
So Iin rvard ’s beacon she Is its un spen t rays. 
Till every watch-tower shows its kin d lin g 
blaze. 
Caught from a spark an d fa nned by every 
gale, 
A brighter rad ian ce gil Is the ro o fs o f Vale; 
Amherst an d W illiam s bid their flambeaus 
shin e, 
An d Bowd oin an swers through her groves of 
pin e; 
O’er Prin ceton ’s san d s the 
far reflection s 
steal, 
W here mighty Ed ward s stam ped id s iron 
heel; 
Nay, on the hill where old beliefs were boun d 
Fast, as if Styx had girt them n in e times 
roun d , 
Bursts such a light that trem blin g <-ouls in ­ 
quire 
If the whole church of Calvin is on lire! 
Well may they ask, for what so bright ly 
burn s 
As a d ry creed that n othin g ever learn s?- 
Thus, lin k by lin k, is kn it the flamin g chain , 
Lit by the torch of H arvard 's hallowed plain . 
Dr. Holmes says of the objection al lin es: 
I can n ot believe that the ex cellen t an d 
ven erable presid en t of Prin ceton would take 
offen se at the suggestion that a ray, or tho 
reflection of a ray, from Harvard , which 
lighted the first torch in the wild ern ess, an d 
has certain ly been on e of the cen ters of 
iliumin ation for two cen turies ami a half, 
has blen d ed with the other lights which mad e 
Prin ceton brillian tly con spicuous amon g our 
ed ucation al in stitution s. 
The “san d s” of 
New Jersey were on ly a geological remin is­ 
cen t» of a recen t visit to that state, an d refer­ 
en ce to Ed ward s was in ten d ed to typify the 
profoun d impress which th at ex traord in ary 
man left on the in tellectual world in which 
he moved , an d over which he still ex erts a 
comman d in g in fluen ce. 
A correspon d en t said t o Dr. McCosh Sun ­ 
d ay: 
“ Doctor, I wish to ask you a few question s 
about your recen t visit to Harvard . ” 
“ Well,” he said , “ the paper by James Rus­ 
sell Lowell was a very beautiful an d very 
wise on e. 
He urged the same objection s that 
1 had d on e again st the in d iscrimin ate elective 
system of H arvard an d the omission of 
Greek as a subject required in ord er to con ­ 
fer the B. A. an d A. M. d egrees.” 
“Was there n ot a peculiar referen ce to 
Prin ceton in Dr. Holmes’ poem?” 
“ I heard what he said , but of course I d id 
n ot take it d own . 
I am an x ious to have an 
authen ticated record of what he said about 
Prin ceton in his poem, but un til I d o I am 
n ot prepared to say an ythin g.” 
“ Was n ot Prin ceton sn ubbed in tho con ­ 
ferrin g of d egrees?” 
“ I liave written to the secreta ry 
of H ar­ 
vard un iversity, but a m n ot prepared to give 
that letter at presen t to the public, as I hope 
that ex plan ation s will be given which shall 
clear up the whole subject 
I d id n ot ex j>eet 
or wish a degree for myself, os I got an 
LL. I), from H arvard when I came to this 
coun try. 
But I d id thin k it rather stran ge 
when d egrees were scattered aroun d us, to 
Yale, Columbia, Pemisylvan ia, Jolin s Hop- 
kin s-^six to Nale, three or four to Columbia 
—that n o hon or was bestowed on an y mem­ 
ber of Prin ceton college. 
I have reported 
this to the professors here, an d fin d they are 
oeariug it calmly an d believe that the public 
will un d erstan d i t ” 


N o thing Am biguo us Abo ut This. 
R ichm o nd, Va., Nov. 1C.—Hon . George 
D. Wise publishes a card in the morn in g pa­ 
pers in which, after referrin g to charges 
mad e again st him d urin g the late political
